WASHINGTON  (BP)  — 
U.S.  President  Barack 
Obama  and  Pentagon  leaders 
announced  Friday  they  have 
certified  that  tne  United 
States  military  is  prepared  for 
open  homosexuals  to  serve 
in  the  armed  services. 

In  compliance  with  a  law 
enacted  in  December,  Obama, 
U.S.  Secretary  of  Defense 
Leon  Panetta,  and  joint  Chiefs 
of  Staff  Chairman  Michael 
Mullen  certified  that  revoca¬ 
tion  of  a  nearly  18-year-old 
^aw  known  as  Don't  Ask, 
Don't  Tell  (DADT)  would  not 
impair  military  effectiveness. 
The  action  was  announced  on 
the  same  day  Pinetta  was 
sworn  in  as  defense  secretary. 

Critics  of  the  reversal  warn  it 
will  result  in  infringements  on 
religious  liberty,  as  >^l  as  harm 
to  me  leamtKss,  privacy,  artd 
retention  of  servke  memi^.

China  house  church  leader  sentenced  to  're-educatton 


SUQIAN  <3TY,  Chins  (BP) 
—  A  leader  of  the  Chinese 
House  Church  Alliance 
(CHCA)  has  been  senteiKed 
to  two  years  in  a  labor  camp 
as  part  of  a  aackdown  on  ille¬ 
gal  worship,  QiinaAid 
reported  July  iS. 

Parior  au  Enhao,  deputy 
chairman  of  CHCA,  was  sen-^ 
tenced  to  "re-education 
through  labor,"  an  extrajudi- 
cial  puniriunent  that  requires 
no  conviction  ck  trial,  because 
of  his  positiem  in  an  iruluen- 
tial  umbrella  group  of 
Chinese  house  churches. 

ChinsAid,  a  group  that 
monitors  religious  freedom  in 
China,  report  that  Shi's  cur¬ 
rent  charge  is  for  "illegal 
meetings  SM  illegal  orguuz- 
ing  of  venues  for  rell^ous 
meetings."

The  Suqian  Public  Security 
Bureau  detained  the  pastor 
June  21  for  "suspicion  of 
using  superstition  to  und«^ 
mine  nstionsl  law  enforce¬ 
ment,"  ChinsAid  reported, 
noting  that  criminal  detention 
is  .:the  first  step  in  a  l^al 
prcKcss  diat  usuwy  ends  in  a 
cxiniinal'  offense  and  a  prisem 
sehtenoe. 

Shi's  story  unfolds  against 
they  backdrop  of  ^ouwang 
Church  widi  nearly  1,0()0 
members  in  Beijing,  which 
was  evicted  from  its  meet^ 
hall  and  has  been  attempting 
to  meet  outdoors  despite  per¬ 
secution  since  April.

Shouwang  Church  for  trying 
to  continue  meeting  as  one 
large  congregation  instead  of 
breaking  up  into  smaller 
house  munhes  like  CHCA 
has  deme.

Shouwang  but  the  CHCA 
members  Mve  been  meeting 
in  multiple  locstions  across 
die  dty  in  an  attempt  to  pass 
under  the  police's  radar. 
However,  ChinaAid  noted 
Shi's  sentence  shows  that  con¬ 
trary  to  critics  of  Shouwang, 
investigation  and  punishment 
are  not  limited  to  large  one- 
site  churches. 

CHCA  has  already  faced 
persecution  from  the  Chinese 
government  for  worshipping 
ulegally.  The  Domestic 
Security  Protection  Depart¬ 
ment  ordered  CHCA  to  stop 
meetiiw  and  confiscated  the 
umbrella  group's  car,  musical 
instruments,  cnoir  robes,  and 
140,000  yuan  in  donations  — 
die  equivalent  of  more  than 
$21,0W,  according  to 
ChinaAid. 

Shi's  family  has  served  die 
church  in  China  for  four  gen¬ 
erations,  and  since  the  inves¬ 
tigation  of  illegal  churches  his 
diree  daughters  and  their 
husbands  also  have  been 
dueatened  by  police, 
ChinaAid  reports.
